; A DISTILLING INSECT. ‘ 
Fivingstone'mat with n_wondorful distil. | 
“Ying Tiséet in Africa” on fe-trees. Seven or 
eight of these innects eluater round 8 spot 
on one of the staller branches, and these 
keep up & constant distillation cf a clear 
Huid like water, which, dropping to lhe 
ground, forms a little puddle, If a vessel 
ia placed under them in the evening, it con- 
taina three or four pints, of. floid in the 
morning, To the question, Whence is this 
fluid derived ? the natives reply that tho 
insects suck it out of the tree, and natural. 
ists give the same anawer, But Inving- 
alone never could find any wound in the 
bark, or any proof whatever that tbe in- 
sect pierced it. Qur common frog-hopper, 
which befora it pete its wings is culled 
“onekoo-spit,” and Jives on. many plants, 
in a frothy, apittle-like uid, is like. the 
Afficaninsect, but is much amnller, Living: 
stone considers that they derive much of 
their.fluid by absorbing it from the air, He 
found some of the ingects on a castor-nil 
plant, and he cut away shout twenty ‘inches 
of the burk Letween! the insects and the tree, 
and destroyedall the vegetable tissue which 
cirned the sap from the trea to the place 
where the insects were distilling. Tho dis 
tillation was than guing on at s rate of. one 
drop in every sixty-seven geconds, or about 
five and a bulf tablespoonfula every twenty. 
four hours, He then cut the branch so 
touch that it broke, but they still went on at 
the tute of one drup every five seconds; 
while another, coluny of the insecta on aA 
brunch of tha same tree gave a drop erér, 
scyenteen seconde.
